1. Brief curricula vitae of the ^plicant and principal professional level 
collaborators. 

2. Scientific bibliographies of the persons naned above. 

3. One copy each of any two or three publications, abstracts or manuscripts- 
>iiich are closely related to the project for which funding is H=»-ing 
sought. 

Preliminary inquires are revieved by members of our Scientific Advisory Board 
not only for scientific merit but also for "fit" into the Council's current 
niultidisciplinary program. Ihe reviewers either encourage or discourage sub- 
mission of a formal detailed application for full corrpetitive-consideration. If 
the vote is to encourage, then forms and instructions are provided. Submission 
deadlines for full applications are November 30 and Ifey 31; activation is typically 
seven months later. Although grants are made only one year at a tine, up to two 
annu^ renewals can be considered on the basis of progress reports and rngj-o-r-i ai g 
sutmitted in renewal applications.
